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The  material  accomplishments  of  1921  have  been  considerable  and 
decidedly  encouraging.     The  reorganization  of  the  Hospital  personnel. 

which  lias  been  under  way  for  the  past  three  year.-,  has  produced 
excellent  results.  It  has  been  many  years  since  we  have  developed 
as  excellent  and  efficient  a  corps  of  winker-  in  the  administrative  and 
domestic  departments  of  the  Hospital  as  during  the  past  year.  This 
has  been  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  it 
has  been  necessary  to  reduce  salaries  and  wages.  During  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year  the  Hospital  was  operated  at  a  considerable  deficit. 
The  readjustment  of  the  wage  scale  and  the  drop  in  the  price  of  com- 
modities reached  a  point,  however,  about  September  1  which  permitted 
a  balancing  of  receipts  and  expenditures  tor  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
This  was  only  accomplished  after  a  considerable  effort  to  reduce  over- 
head -expenses.  Through  a  readjustment  of  organization  schedules, 
closing  of  Branch  laundry  and  carrying  nut  Branch  laundry  work  at 
the  Main  Hospital,  closing  of  several  wards  at  different  periods,  and 
the  reorganization  of  repair  departments  so  as  to  make  it  unnecessary 
to   call   in   skilled   labor   from  the   outside. 

NEW    CONSTRUCTION 

The  completion  and  occupancy  of  the  new  North  Wing  early  in 
the  year  was  a  progressive  event  in  our  Hospital  history.  The  new 
main  kitchens,  Staff  and  Nurses'  dining  rooms  were  occupied  in  Janu- 
ary. 1921,  the  maternity  suite  on  the  second  floor  in  February,  1921, 
and  the  Urological  Department,  occupying  the  entire  third  floor,  on 
March  15.  1921.  The  successful  operation  of  our  cafeteria  service  for 
nurses  and  staff  has  been  highly  gratifying,  not  only  from  the  adminis- 
trative standpoint,  but  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  nurses  and  people 
whom  it  serves. 

The  cost  of  construction  of  the  new  North  Wing  was  $87,782.06, 
cost  of  equipment  $18,622.50,  making  a  total  of  S106.404.36.  It  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  this  construction  was  accomplished 
without  the  Hospital  adding  a  single  dollar  to  its  indebtedness.  The 
Detroit  Community  Union  provided  $49. 500.00,  from  its  community 
drive  in   1919,  toward  this  capital  expenditure. 

FUTURE  DEVELOPMENT 
The  plan  of  development  in  construction  work  noted  in  last  year's 
report  is  yet  ahead  of  us.  The  urgent  necessity  for  increased  labora- 
tory accommodations  renders  it  desirable  to  take  steps  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  Laboratories  at  once,  without  waiting  for  the  greater 
development  plan  which  provides  for  an  out-Patient  Department  and 
Laboratory  Pavilion  on  Willis  Avenue.  East.  In  accordance  with 
the  order  of  your  Board,  instructions  have  been  given  to  an  architect 
to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  another  story  on  the  1910  addition. 
These  drawings  and  estimates  were  ordered  at  your  November.  1921. 
meeting,  and  their  completion  and  approval  await  the  action  of  your 
Board  early  in  the  new  year.  The  plans  for  future  development  of 
the  Hospital  contemplate  a  Private-Patient  Pavilion.  This  is  one  of 
our  urgent  necessities.  During  the  past  year,  while  only  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  ward  beds  were  occupied,  the  private  rooms  were  seldom  vacant. 
On  account  of  the  lessening  demand  for  the  care  of  city,  county  and 
charity  cases,  the  need  for  ward  beds  has  diminished.  Prior  to  ten 
years  ago  the  reverse  was  true,  and  in  the  development  of  the  Hospital 
a  disproportionate  number  of  ward  beds  was  provided-  Our  capacity 
index  shows  82  private  rooms,  including  two-bed  rooms,  and  265  ward 
beds,  including  48  infants'  and  children's  beds*. 
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CAPACITY  OCCUPIED 
For  the  first  lime  in  seventeen  years  the  full  capacity  of  the  Hos- 
pital has  not  been  utilized  at  any  time.  The  percentage  of  beds  occupied 
reached  a  maximum  of  77I_>'.'o  in  February,  1921.  and  fell  to  a  minimum 
of  55%%  in  July,  1921,  maintaining  throughout  the  year  an  average 
of  66Ij  %•  This  was  practically  18%',  under  the  average  for  1920, 
during  which  year  tin-  maximum  was  95 J/2%  and  the  minimum  74%, 
with  an  average  of  85%.  The  monthly  average  of  part-pay  patients 
as  compared  with  private  room  or  full-pay  patients  ranged  from  a 
maximum  of  70',  to  a  minimum  of  58%,  with  an  average  of  61% 
for  the  year.  Conversely,  the  pa}-patients  by  months  ranged  from 
lS'j',  to  3(>U'r  of  the  total  treated.  Thoughtful  consideration  should 
be  given  to  these  figures,  as  there  are  few  hospitals  in  the  country 
where  the  ward  beds  represent  65%  of  total  beds.  This  preponderance 
is  in  accordance  with  the  primary  object  of  the  Hospital,  whose 
founders  planned  that  all  sick  without  financial  means  would  find  help 
within  its  doors.  Times  have  changed.  Industrialism  cares  for  its 
own,  and  indigency  is  diminishing.  The  days  when  the  Hospital 
was  considered  as  a  refuge  for  the  sick  poor  only,  are  past,  and  the 
entire  public  demands   consideration. 

PROFESSIONAL    PROGRESS 

The  conjoint  meetings  of  the  Attending,  Auxiliary,  Polyclinic, 
Resident  and  Branch  Staffs  have  continued  throughout  the  year,  ten 
regular  meetings  having  been  held.  The  enthusiasm  and  large  attend- 
ance noted  last  year  continues.  The  attendance  has  varied  from  65 
to  115  per  meeting-,  the  average  attendance  throughout  the  year 
representing  8()"„  of  the  entire  Staff.  As  heretofore,  90%  of  the 
program  is  clinical,  interspersed  with  the  presentation  of  well  prepared 
Gases,  the  exhibition  of  patients,  and  occasional  lantern  or  film  demon- 
strations. During  the  year  a  moving  picture  machine  was  purchased 
for  the  use  of  the  Staff  at  these  meetings.  The  Staff  also  have  the 
use  of  a  projectoscope,  stereopticon  lanterns,  microphotographic  out- 
fits, metabolism  apparatus,  etc.,  for  teaching,  diagnostic  and  demon- 
stration purposes,  and  in  addition  arrangements  were  made  during 
the  year  for  the  services  of  a  professional  photographer.  Mr.  F.  M. 
Rushlander,  who  is  prepared  at  all  times  to  do  professional  photo- 
graphic or  microphotographic  work  for  the  Staff.  The  various  pro- 
fessional departments  throughout  the  year  have  maintained  a  most 
efficient  level  of  service.  The  newly  organized  Urological  Department 
has  concentrated  it-  work  in  the  new  Urological  suite  with  increased 
efficiency  in  organization  and  perfection  of  detail.  The  laboratory, 
operating  and  sterilizing  rooms,  and  ward  service,  entirely  within  this 
suite,  provides  an  independent,  co-operating  agency  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment  that  i-  not  surpassed  in  the  West.  Under  the  professional 
administration   of    Dr.    Plaggemeyer   it   has  attracted   much   attention. 

Tin-  Obstetric  Department  was  newly  organized  during  the  year, 
and  Dr-  M.  A.  Darling  made  chief  of  the  service.  The  new  maternity 
ward,-. and  delivery  rooms,  in  the  recently  constructed  North  Wing, 
offer  semi-private  care  for  confinement  cases,  that  is  being  readily 
appreciated  by  the  public,  as  this  service  is  crowded  most  of  the  time. 
Tin-  Pediatric  Department  continues  to  carry  out  its  efficient  work, 
under  Doctors  Cooky  and  May,  and  several  thousand  infants  and  chil- 
dr<  n  were  cared  for  during  the  year.  The  Neurological  Department 
reorganized,  and  Dr.  I.  H.  Neff  made  acting  chief.  The  Diagnostic 
Clinic,  organized  in  lr'20.  has  continued  its  efficient  service,  as  will  be 
by    reference   to   a   report  of  this   clinic   elsewhere   in   the   annual. 
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i  he  Hospital  continues  to  offer  its  facilities  to  all  qualified  prac- 
lit.i  ners  in  medicine  and  surgery.  During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the 
members  of  the  various  staffs,  who  now  number  HO.  nearly  200  non- 
start"  physicians  sent  patients  to  the  Hospital.  Young  physicians  and 
physicians  locating  in  the  city,  who  appear  t<>  be  qualified,  are  admitted 
to  practice  in  the  Hospital,  under  supervision,  on  first  application, 
and  as  soon  as  their  ability  and  practice  conforms  to  the  high  standard 
established  they  are  permitted  to  take  full  responsibility  for  the  care 
of  their  private  patients. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  offer  its  facilities  for  the  practical  train- 
ing of  medical  students  of  the  Detroit  College  of  Medicine.  Through- 
out the  year  the  members  of  the  junior  class  were  given  clinical  work 
by  schedule  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  other  departments  of 
the    Hospital. 

LABORATORIES 

The  administrative  and  professional  Staff  suffered  the  loss  of 
Dr.  Carl  R.  Meloy,  Director  of  Laboratories.  Dr-  Meloy  died  on 
March  30,  1921,  after  a  long  illness.  He  was  appointed  Director  of 
Laboratories  on  June  20.  1914,  and  gave  highly  efficient  and  unin- 
terrupted service  up  to  a  few  weeks  before  he  passed  away.  The 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  C.  I.  Owen,  from  the 
Staff  of  the  Receiving  Hospital.  Dr.  Owen  has  efficiently  maintained 
the  high  standards  of  this  department,  and  has  plans  under  way  and 
nearly  completed  for  the  new  Laboratories  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
1910  wing.  The  new  Laboratories  will  contain  the  most  modern 
equipment  and  facilities  for  clinical  diagnosis  and  research  work,  includ- 
ing pathological,  chemical,  bactereological.  serological  and  microphoto- 
graphic  rooms,  library,  reading  rooms,  animal  rooms,  etc.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  construction  will  be  undertaken  early  in  the  spring,  as  the 
need  of  additional  space  is  urgent. 

MIRIAM    MEMORIAL    BRANCH 

This  Branch  on  the  West  Side  has  continued  to  serve  the  com- 
munity with  efficiency.  On  account  of  its  quiet  surroundings,  smaller 
capacity  and  freedom  from  noise  and  confusion  it  has  been  preferred 
by  many  physicians,  -especially  for  confinement  cases.  During  1921 
the  Branch  treated  1,066  patients-  A  tabulated  statistical  statement 
will  be  found  on  page  — .  Miss  Elloree  McKinley,  who  had  held  the 
position  of  Supervisor  of  the  Branch  for  several  years,  resigned  to 
marry,  and  was  succeeded  by  her  first  assistant,  Miss  Gertrude 
Kennedy. 

TRAIXIXG    SCHOOL 

Report  of  this  Department  will  be  found  -elsewhere  in  the  annual. 
The  reorganization  of  the  Training  School,  incident  to  the  shortage 
of  nurses  in  1919  and  during  the  war  period,  has  been  completed,  and 
it  is  believed  the  school  has  never  functioned  more  efficiently.  The 
high  quality  of  applicants  for  training  has  been  conspicuous  through- 
out the  year,  and  their  number  such  as  to  enable  the  Principal  to  select 
the  best  qualified  candidates.  The  co-operation  of  the  Cass  Technical 
High  School  faculty  in  the  teaching  of  juniors  has  continued,  for 
which  we  are  under  many  obligations.  The  success  of  the  2l/2  year 
course  has  been  strikingly  apparent,  after  nearly  ten  years  of  trial. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  make  record  of  the  highly  efficient  co-operation 
and  splendid  services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  Miss  Lauria 
G.   Meader.  and  her  assistants,  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 
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X-RAY    DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  much  new  equipment  has  been  added,  and  most 
excellent  work  accomplished.  At  the  December  meeting  of  your 
Board,  authority  was  given  to  purchase  apparatus  known  as  the 
"Deep  Therapy  X-Ray  Equipment,"  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  and 
deep  seated  growths.  As  this  report  is  written  the  installation  of 
this  apparatus  is  nearly  completed,  at  a  cost  of  over  $10,000.00.  A 
report  of  the  work  of  this  Department  will  be  found  in  detail  elsewhere. 

OUT-PATIENT    DEPARTMENT 

The  industrial  depression  was  probably  responsible  for  the  mat-erial 
increase  in  the  work  of  this  Department.  Rooms  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Hydrotherapeutie  Department  were  opened  for  Out-Patient 
work,  and  an  increased  number  of  patients  treated  thereby-  This 
Department  has  been  very  well  managed  by  Mrs.  Jennie  Stall  and 
her  assistants,  whose  loyalty  and  untiring  efforts  have  contributed 
much  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  De- 
partment increased  from  15,287  to  24,374 — an  increase  of  about  58%. 
The  number  of  patients  transferred  to  the  Main  Hospital  for  In-treat- 
ment  increased  from  1,318  to  1,468 — an  increase  of  about  11%.  These 
patients  were  all  given  hospital  care  at  a  small  fee  for  bed  and  board, 
or  entirely  free,  as  their  circumstances  warranted.  In  no  instance  were 
charges  made  for  professional  service. 

SOCIAL     SERVICE    DEPARTMENT 

The  increase  in  the  work  of  the'  Out-Patient  Department  during 
the  industrial  depression  has  augmented  the  work  of  this  department. 
Mrs.  Lola  S.  Bromley,  who  succeeded  Miss  Moodie,  and  her  assistant 
have  carried  out  good  work  in  their  D-epartment  throughout  the  year, 
often  under  trying  conditions,  largely  on  account  of  limited  quarters 
and  office  facilities. 

OCCUPATIONAL    THERAPY 

This  is  one  of  the  most  inspiring  departments  of  the  Hospital,  and 
brings  joy  and  pleasure  to  many  patients.  The  disspiriting  mental 
attitude  of  patients  long  confined  in  bed  has  been  dissipated  through 
the  efforts  of  this  department,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Carter. 
Another  notable  exhibit  from  this  department  was  held  in  the  City 
Hall  in  conjunction  with  the  exhibit  of  the  Social  Service  Department, 
prior  to  the  Community  Drive.  This  occupational  therapy  work  has 
attracted  wide   attention. 

THE    DETROIT    COMMUNITY    UNION 

The  Detroit  Community  Union  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  Out-Patient,  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Therapy  Depart- 
ments to  the  extent  of  $19,450.64.  This  support  has  enabled  us  to 
maintain  the  Out-Patient  Department  at  the  full  extent  of  its 
capacity.  We  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  with  but  a  slight 
increase  of  expenses  we  were  able  to  take  care  of  an  increase 
of  9,059  visits.  Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  the  allotment 
of  Community  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  these  departments  has 
released  the  income  from  the  regular  hospital  -endowment  funds  for 
the  care  of  free  and  part-pay  patients.  That  this  is  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  to  the  hospital  may  be  understood  when  it  is  known  that 
nver  70%  of  the  hospital  beds  are  part-pay  beds. 
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CHARITY    WORK   OF    THE   HOSPITAL 

The  Alain  Hospital  and  Branch  treated  7lJ7  patients  free  of  charge, 
a  total  of  9,389  days,  or  9%  of  the  total  number  of  hospital  days. 
For  the  care  of  these  patients  the  Hospital  expended  over  $40,000.00. 
The  majority  of  these  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  Fully  50%  of  this  work  was  carried 
out  for  children  and  infants  who  were  admitted  for  treatment  of 
nutritional  disorders  or  for  the  removal  of  tonsils,  adenoids,  etc.  It 
is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  admit  every  worthy  case  presenting 
need  for  care  and  treatment. 

POST-GRADUATE    COURSES 

The  post-graduate  courses  which  have  been  established  for  several 
years  continue  to  prosper.  The  splendid  work  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Myra  Babcock  in  the  training  of  nurses  in  ether  and  nitrous-oxide- 
oxygen  anesthesia  has  attracted  wide  attention.  The  number  of 
applicants  for  this  course  continue  to  be  tar  in  excess  of  our  training 
capacity.  The  Federal  Vocational  Service  during  the  year  contracted 
for  the  placing  of  several  students  in  this  course,  as  well  as  in  the 
courses  of  Advanced  Laboratory  and  X-Ray  Technique.  These  last 
two  courses  are  almost  equaly  popular,  and  the  number  of  graduates 
presenting  themselves  for  training  in  both  technical  courses  continue 
in  excess  of  our   capacity.

ALEXAXDRIXE    EAST,  PROPERTY 

A  payment  of  $5,000.00  was  mode  on  the  principal  of  the  land  con- 
tract covering  purchase  of  this  property  on  Alexandrine,  East,  between 
John  R.  Street  and  Brush  Boulevard.  The  state  of  finances  of  the 
Hospital  during  1921  did  not  permit  of  further  payments.  The  outlook 
for  larger  payments  for  1922  appears  promising.

The  graduating  exercises  for  the  class  of  1921  were  held  May  10 r 
the  school  as  in  previous  years  again  participating  in  the  Detroit 
Community  Commencement  Exercises.  Twenty-three  nurses  received 
diplomas  and  the  school  hadge.  Two  members  of  the  class  are  holding 
positions  in  the  Hospital,  Miss  Gladys  Reid  as  Assistant  Clinic  Super- 
visor, and  Miss  Blanche  Patterson  as  Floor  Supervisor.  Miss  Adah 
Gordon,  also  a  member  of  the  class,  who  is  intending  to  specialize 
in  obstetrical  work,  is  at  the  present  time  in  New  York  engaged  in 
post  graduate  work  at  the  Woman's   Hospital, 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  the  nursing  staff  during  the 
past  year.  Miss  Jean  Cochrane,  Assistant  Principal,  resigned  in  May 
to  take  a  post  graduate  course  in  anesthesia.  Miss  Janette  Still,  who 
has  been  Instructress  of  Nurses  during  the  past  year,  will  fill  this 
vacancy,  and  Miss  Beatrice  Ritter,  a  graduate  of  the  Allentown  General 
Hospital.  Allentown,  Pa.,  has   been   engaged   as  Instrctress  of  Nurses. 

The  general  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  good,  and  although  we 
have  experienced  the  average  number  of  medical  and  surgical  illnesses, 
there  have  been  no  serious  results. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  the  continuation  of  our  affiliation  with 
the  Cass  Technical  High  School,  where  each  probationer  and  the 
junior  class  receive  a  most  satisfactory  course  in  chemistry  and 
dietetics.  Much  credit  is  due  the  officers  of  the  high  school  for  this 
course. 
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The  number  of  class  hour-  required  during  the  tejm  of  training 
has  been  increased  to  between  450  and  5U0  hours,  following  as  closely 
as  possible  the  requirements  of  the  National  Curriculum  for  Schools 
of  Nursing.  The  nurses  have  responded  to  this  increased  demand  of 
class  work,  and  with  few  exceptions  appear  keenly  interested  in  the 
theoretical  training.  The  list  of  applicants  has  increased.  The  educa- 
tional standards  of  these  appplicants  are  high,  and  at  the  present  time 
we  have  a  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  whose  educational  qualifica- 
tions are  from  one  to  four  years  college  training. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  early  in  the  Fall  we  organized 
in  our  school  The  Grace  Hospital  Training  School  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association.  One  cannot  help  but  feel  that  this  association 
is  going  to  contribute  to  the  school  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure  and 
education,  but  an  ideal  of  purpose  which  perhaps  can  be.  explained 
after  knowing  the  purpose  of  the  association  which  has  been  placed 
before  the  nurses  as  follows:  "To  create,  maintain  and  extend  through- 
out the  school  a  strong,  high  moral  sentiment,  to  lead  students  to  be 
loyal  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  as  in  obedience  to  His  commandments, 
to  build  them  up  in  Christian  character  and  to  prepare  them  for  more 
valuable  service." 

For  the  co-operation  of  the  attending  staff  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons in  their  care  of  the  sick  nurses,  and  for  their  interest  and 
thorough  work  in  the  lecture  courses.  I  wish  to  offer  my  sincere 
thanks.  YVe  also  wish  to  thank  the  staff  for  the  generous  Christmas 
offering  which  was  used  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  a  phonograph 
for  the  Nurses' 'Home. 

To  the  many  kind  friends,  who  through  their  thoughtfulness  and 
generositj-,  have  contributed  to  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  the 
nurses.  I  wish  also  to  extend  the  grateful  appreciation  of  the  entire 
Training  School. 

To  Mrs.  Helen  N.  J03-.  our  loyal  friend,  we  again  try  to  express 
our  thanks  for  the  main-  concert  tickets,  for  the  Christmas  supper, 
for  the  luncheon  at  Grosse  Isle,  and  for  the  vacation  house.  One 
must  visit  this  beautiful  home  to  appreciate  what  this  splendid  gift 
will  mean  to  our  school.  The  building,  furnishings  and  garden 
shaw  in  each  detail  the  kindly  thought  that  has  made  the  nurses 
comfort  and  enjoyment  the  first  consideration.  Although  not  com- 
pleted until  late  in  the  Summer,  the  nurses  enjoyed  many  trips  Jo  the 
vacation  house,  and  are  looking  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  many  anticipated  visits  of  the  coming  year.

HELEN   N.  JOY   NURSES'   VACATION    HOME 

This  beautiful  Home  on  Elba  Island,  in  the  Detroit  River,  was 
purchased  by  Mrs.  Helen  X.  Joy  for  the  use  of  pupil  nurses  of  the 
Grace  Hospital,  on  week  ends  and  during  their  vacation  periods,  if 
they  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  use.  The  house  was  entirely 
rebuilt  and  remodeled  to  accommodate  comfortably  thirty  nurses  at 
a  time.  It  also  has  emergency  provision  for  twenty  additional,  giving 
it  a  total  capacity  of  fifty  nurses. 

This  Home  occupies  an  elevated  position  on  a  bluff  overlooking 
the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  River.  The  large  grounds  and  spacious 
verandas  make  it  an  ideal  play  ground  for  tired  nurses.  The  other 
buildings  include  a  caretaker's  cottage,  garage,  stable  for  pony,  and  ice 
house.  The  grounds  are  several  acres  in  extent.  A  large  garden, 
ample  in  size,  is  part  of  the  property.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
shade  trees  on  the  grounds,  and  in  addition  sixty  fruit  trees,  including 
apple,  pear,  cherry,  plum  and  mulberry  trees.  A  dock  for  boats  and 
a  bathing  beach  are   features  of  this  summer  home. 

Pupil  nurses  from  The  Grace  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
from  May  1  to  October  1.  will  be  sent  to  the  Home  in  groups  of 
thirty.  The  Hospital  maintains  an  automobile  service  between  the 
Main  Hospital  and  the  West  Side  Branch  Hospital  and  the  summer 
home.  The  Home  is  in  charge  of  a  caretaker  throughout  the  year, 
and  a  housekeeper,  cook  and  maid  are  employed  during  the  vacation 
months.

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REPORT  OF  THE   \-U.\Y   DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent:  . 

The  work  of  this  department  continues  to  increase,  thus  renei 
the  demands  of  modern  medicine  for  increased  accuracy  in  diagnosis 

made  possible  by  the   rapid  developments  taking   place  in  the   held  ot 
the  Science  of  Actinology.  -    . 

Our  records  show  that  there  were  175  case,  less  in  this  department 
than  in  1920,  but  1920  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Hospital;  every  bed 
was  occupied  nearly  all  the  time,  and  in  1921  some  of  our  wards  were 
entirely  empty  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  so  that  the  proportion 
of  X-Ray  work  to  the  Hospital  population  has  prohahly  not  decreased 

There  is  an  idea  prevalent  among  laymen,  who  know  nothing  about 
the  X-Ray  that  the  X-Rav  man  should  be  aide  to  turn  on  the  X-kay. 
and  actually  see  anything  that  might  be  the  matter  in  any  part  ot  the 
body.  Of  course,  to  anyone  at  all  familiar  with  the  X-Kay,  such  an 
idea  is  ridiculous.  .  . 

*\nd  yet  each  year  witnesses  advances  in  technique  in  X-Ka> 
diagnosis  by  which  interpretative  visualization  of  disease  processes, 
formerly  'considered  impossible,  by  means  of  the  X-Ray,  is  now  made 
possible.  .  ....  |-i 

In  the  past  two  or  three  years,  the  practice  of  injecting  a  gas,  like 
oxygen  into  the  abdominal  cavity  has  proven  of  great  value  in  X-Kay 
diagnosis.  The  gas  surrounding  the  soft  tissues  enables  us  to  see  the 
latter,  so  that  now  the  uterus  and  ovaries  may  be  studied  in  all  their 
surroundings.  Adhesions  may  be  actually  seem  All  this  would  be 
impossible  without  the  aid  of  the  gas.  All  the  abdominal  organs  with 
disease  processes,  may  thus,  in  selective  cases  be  studied  to  advantage 
and  information  gained  that  was  formerly  impossible.  .     . 

This  method  of  study,  however,  should  not  be  used  indiscrimin- 
ately.    It  causes  some  discomfort  and  pain  and  is  not  entirely  without 

°m\  morTvaluable  method  of  study  of  abdominal  organs,  the  spine, 
pelvis,  etc..  is  by  means  of  the  Potter-Bucky  diaphragm,  which  is 
wholly  without  discomfort  or  danger  to  the  patient  This  instrument 
perfected  by  Dr.  Potter  of  Chicago,  is  perhaps  the  most  important 
X-Rav  invention  since  the  development  of  the  Coolidge  X-Kay  tube. 
By  its  aid  we  secure  wonderfully  clear  and  distinct  pictures  o  the 
spine,  kidneys  and  spleen,  etc.  It  is  of  great  assistance  in  the  study  ot 
pregnant  cases,  to  learn  the  size,  shape  and  position  of  tlrc  oetus. 
Malposition  may  thus  be  corrected  early,  before  the  second  stage  of 
labor  Various  abnormalities  may  be  properly  cared  for  in  due  season. 
Pregnancy  itself,  often  difficult  to  recognize,  may  be  diagnosed. 

In  treatment  also,  great  strides  have  been  made.  Our  difficulty 
in  treating  deep-seated  cancer  has  always  been  to  get  a  sutncient 
amount  of  ray  into  the  deep-lying  cancer  cells  to  kill  them,  but  leave 
the  skin  and  intervening  tissues  unharmed.  With  the  new  apparatus 
this  can  be  done.  With  this  machine  we  get  large  quan tit.es  .hat 
approach  in  length  the  shorter  gamma  rays  of  radium  of  which  there 
are  so  few  in  radium  that  the  latter  is  not  very  practical  tor  large  and 
deen-seated  growths.  ,  ,,     .        .      T 

A  new  apparatus  is  at  the  Hospital  ready  for  installation  in  Jan- 
uary It  will  cost  close  to  $10,000.00  by  the  time  it  is  installed  and 
we  feel  confident  it  will  enable  us  to  do  more  for  victims  of  cancer 
than  we  have  been  able  to  do  before. 

During    the    year    we    have    trained    several    nurses    and    returned 
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soldiers  to  be  X-Ray  technicians.  We  now  give  a  three  to  six 
months  regular  course  to  those  qualified  to  enter.  The  pupils  learn 
to  operate  X-Ray  machines,  take  radiographs,  develop,  etc.  During  th-e 
year  we  have  trained  five  technicians.

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REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE    DEPARTMENT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1921 

To  the  Superintendent : 

I  herewith  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  ninth  animal  report  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  of  The  Grace  Hospital  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1921. 

The  department  still  continues  under  the  financial  support  of  the 
Detroit  Community  Union.  During  the  year  an  increased  number  of 
patients  have  been  investigated,  doubtless  due  to  the  continued  indus- 
trial d-epression. 

The  department  again  participated,  in  conjunction  with  Miss  Alice 
N.  Carter,  Occupational  Therapy  Director,  in  the  exhibit  at  the  City 
Hall  for  the  Community  Fund  Drive,  October,  1921.  In  doing  so  it 
was  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  interest  of  the  laity  in  various 
phases   of   Social    Service   Work. 

During  the  year  the  department  passed  into  the  Hospital  for 
operation  by  Dr.  Carroll  L.  Storey,  33  Orthopedic  cases  from  the 
Sigma  Gamma  Clinic  for  crippled  children. 

The  splendid  co-operation  of  the  various  outside  agencies  with 
which  we  have  been  associated  has  been  a  great  satisfaction. 

On   December  24,   the   Annual    Christmas    Tree    Entertainment   was 
given  for  the  children;    128  little  ones  and  12  adults  were  entertained. 
After    an    hour    of    Christmas    stories    told    by    Miss    Bernice    Annis, 
whistling    by    Mrs.    Herbert    Edwards,    Christmas    carols    sung    by    a 
Quartette  from  St.  Raul's  Cathedral  and  the  nurses  led  by  Miss  Lauria 
Meader,    Principal;    our   efficient    Assistant,    Miss   Lillian    Barnett,   ap- 
peared in  the  guise  of  Santa  Claus,  and  in  a  happy  manner  distributed 
gifts,    each    child    receiving    a    pair    of    wearable    stockings    filled    with 
candy  and   toys.

To  the  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  The  Grace  Hospital 
Dental  Clinic  of  the  Detroit  Hoard  oi  Health  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,   1921.      It   will   be  noted  that  the  amount   of   finished 

work  this  year  is  almost  three  times  that  of  last  year,  and  this  is  the 
result  of  a  plan  adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  regularly 
assign  school  groups  for  every  hour  that  the  clinic  is  open.  This 
insures  a  busy  clinic  and  is  not  dependent  on  transient  patients. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  clinic  be  extended  from  8:30  to  12:00 
o'clock  instead  of  9:00  to  11:00  as  at  present.  It  is  also  recommended 
that  the  lighting  be  improved.  It  is  our  earnest  endeavor  to  make 
this  clinic  as  efficient  and  thorough  as  possible.

DEPARTMENT 

1921 


To  the  Superintendent: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  of  The  Grace  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1921. 

Each  year  it  is  becoming  a  more  widely  recognized  fact  that  Occu- 
pational 'Therapy  is  essential  to  the  efficient  treatment  of  many 
classes  of  patients  in  the  Hospital;  "that  physical  activity  is  one  ot 
the  three  basic  modes  of  expression  normal  to  man—as  Mich  it  serves 
to  balance  those  mental  and  emotional  activities  which  complete  the 
triangle  of  human  expression;"  that  busy  hands  help  to  make  con- 
tented and  well  bodies!  that  psychology  plays  a  part  in  the  restoration 
of  the  body. 

Recently  a  patient  entering  the  Hospital  in  such  acute  pain  that 
she  was  sure  she  could  not  endure  it  until  she  arrived,  stated  that 
while  waiting  in  the  reception  room  for  a  wheel-chair  to  convey  her 
to  the  ward  she  became  so  interested  in  looking  at  the  Handicraft 
Exhibit  and'  in  anticipation  of  what  she  might  do  during  her  stay, 
that  she  wholly  forgot  the  pain.     She  is  now  an  eager  pupil. 

\nother  patient  from  Xew  York  City,  confined  in  the  Hospital  oyer 
the  holidays,  expressed  her  gratitude  that  she  was  able  to  secure  her 
Christmas  gifts,  some  nine  articles,  without  being  caused  the  incon- 
venience of  having  to   purchase   them  outside. 

The  department  again  participated  in  the  exhibit  of  the  Detroit 
Community  Union  at  the  City  Hall,  October.  1921.  The  scope  and 
variety  of 'our  work  was  fully  represented  in  the  articles  shown  and 
further  illustrated  by  several  or"  our  patients  coming  in  each  day  to 
do  weaving  and  basketry. 

Many  of  our  patients  after  leaving  the  Hospital,  where  they  pur- 
chase materials  at  cost,  continue  the  work  in  their  homes  and  many 
are  the  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the  benefit  derived,  physical  and 
pecuniary. 

Mav  we  again  suggest  to  our  attending  physicians,  whose  advice 
carries  such  weight  to  the  average  patient,  that  they  be  not  forgetful 
to  urge  upon  those  patients  whose  stay  in  the  Hospital  is  prolonged, 
the  multiple  benefits  that  await  their  application  to  the  work.
